Western Canada School Lands Sell 
for $77.50 an Acre 

High prices continue to mark the 
sales of school lands that are taking 
place in Western Canada. At De- 
lisle, Saskatchewan, one parcel g¢old 
for $77.50 an acre. Forty-four other 
parcels out of 93 sold, brought more 
than $30 an acre each. 

At a sale held at Strassburg, Sas- 
katchewan, 122 parce) were disposed 
of, 85 of them at prices ranging from 
$20 to $64 an acre. At Lumsden, Sas- 
katchewan, and Foremost, Alberta, 
sales have also been held and par- 
cels were sold at prices up to $50 
per acre. 

These are high prices for saw land 
in Western Canada. Most of the 
parcels were, however, purchased by 
residents of the respective districts, 
and knowing the producing power of 
the land, they consider they have 
good valuc. As a result of these 
Sales, considerable uncultivated land 
will be prepared for next year’s crop.

War Relief Entertainments 
Regular Supply of Entertainment for 
Conyalescent Soldiers in 
Canada 


War emergency — entertainments 
have been given in England for tlic 
past three and a quarter years, dur- 
ing which no less than 900 concerts 
have been given at an expense of 
£7,000 in fees to the artists engag- 
ed. The objects for which the com- 
mittee engaged in this work was 
formed arc: to give free concerts to 
wounded soldiers in hospital, to pro- 
vide employment for artists thrown 
out of employment by the war and 
to foster British music. - Although 
artists are proverbially oyver-gencrous 
in donating their services for relief 
entertainments, many find themsclycs 
Stranded because of the war. Deli- 
cacy of touch in the case of instru- 
mentalists is essential to their suc- 
cess and prohibits any occupation 
that would destroy this essential. 

During the first year of the war 
many Belgian artists, refugees, found 
themselves without resources other 
than those furnished by means of 
these concerts. The scheme has fin- 
ally widened its scope until on 
Thursdays at Steinway Hall there 
are regular “All-Britisl” concerts in 
which no less than 251 new compo- 
sitions have been produced. Besides 
there have been open air concerts as 
well as hospital concerts for wound- 
ed sailors and soldiers, concerts at 
camps and Y.M.C.A, Last summer 
by permission of Admiral Sir David 
and Lady Beatty the open air con- 
certs took place during the summer 
and early autumn in the gardens of 
Hanover Lodge ‘every Saturday aft- 
ernoon, Soldiers and sailors in uni- 
form are always admitted free and 
those in hospitals reccive compli- 
mentary tickets. The Viscountess 
Helmsley has movement in 
charge, 

There has been a regular supply of 
entertainment for convalescent sol- 
diers in Canada ever since their first 
appearance but nothing so systema- 
tic and far-reaching in its scope as 
the London concerts. Our society— 
the Women's Art Socicty of Mont- 
real—has, however, confined its pat- 
riotic relief work to aiding artists 
who found their livelihood threaten- 
ed and alarmingly diminished by the 
war. In raising funds for this very 
considerable relief work the society 
has provided several delightful even- 
ing lectures by prominent person 
ages—among otlcrs, Granville Bark- 
er.

German Military ‘Authorities 
Stress on Value of Their 
Prisoners 


“Our growing labor army,” is the 
description applied by the Huns to 
their prisoners of war. According 
to a communique in the latest Ber- 
lin papers, Germany and her vassals 
between them now hold 3,575,000 
prisoners. For the first time the Ger- 
man military authorities lay stress on 
the supreme value of their prisoners 
as man-power for industry and agri- 
culture. They are so numerous, it is 
asserted, that they go far toward 
compensating Germany for the men 
she has had to withdraw from peace- 
ful pursuits for active military Ser- 
vice. “The longer the war lasts,” the 
communique adds, “the more adapt- 
able these prisoners become to the 
work assigned them, and the more 
useful to us,”

their edification that the “labor 
army” in prisoner camps is numeri- 
cally greater than the whole male 
working-class population of Den- 
mark, Norway, and Sweden combin- 
ed, “and is equivalent to one-fifth 
the total number of working men tn 
Germany before the war.”

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Summer Storms 


The Whole Subject of Thunder- 
storms Is Very Obscure 


July and August are the favorite 
months for thunder, This may be 
because by the beginning of the | 
month a considerable amount of heat | 
has been accumulated, In the play 
between the colder air above and 
the heat of the earth beneath, an ex: | 
tra amount of electricity is generat-} 
ed, This added to the quantity | 
which always exists in the earth and 
sky, provides the materials for a 
combat between these great but lit- 
tle-understood forces which find their 
lodgment in the clouds, and on the 
earth. When the two sources are 
overcharged there is a_ collision be- 
tween them, The whole subject of 
thunderstorms, however, is very ob- 
scure, 

Sir Oliver Lodge not long ago pro- 
posed to control the weather by tak- 
ing advantage of the existence of 
these two electrical forces in the air. 
He said that by sending up a_ kite 
charged with positive electricity it 
would be possible to produce dry 
weather; a kite charged with nega- 
tive electricity. would bring forth 
tain, ‘Phis, however, has not been 
done yet, and rain, like thunder and 
lightning, remain a mystery. 

What is thunder? What is light- 
ning? How are they produced? What 
precisely are their dangers and how 
may these be avoided? 

When, owing to various causes, 
some by means clear, the clouds be- 
come saturated with electricity, they 
must discharge the over-plus some- 
how. So they let it out on the por- 
tion of the earth’s surface imme- 
diately below them. The cloud’s elec- 
tricity is of the positive sort; the 
earth’s negative. The two come into 
conflict with a loud explosion, ac- 
companied by the flash which we call 
lightning. 

There are three kinds of lightning, 
forked lightning, sheet lightning, ang 
fireballs, or globular lightning. Fork- 
ed lightning, of the familiar zig-zag 
form is caused by the flash encount- 
ering different currents of air, which 
offer various degrees of resistance. 
If you move a stick through the wat- 
er of a swiftly running stream, you 
will find it difficult to make the stick 
describe a straight line; it will slip 
aside and waver here and _ there. 
Lightning does the same thing as it 
descends through the air. Sheet 
lightning is the illumination of a 
large part of the sky by a storm 
some distance away. In that case 
you hear no thunder, and the light- 


ning is quite harmless. On fine, 
summer nights you will often sec 
magnificent exhibitions of sheet 


lightning. The whole neighborhood 
is brilliantly lit, and for an instant 
the houses and trees acquire a 
strange, weird distinctness. Globular 
lightning is very uncommon, fortu- 
nately, for it is extremely dangerous. 
. The terrific noise we call thunder 
is due to violent motions of the air. 
When great heat has_been generated 
by the electricity all the colder air 
in the neighborhood rushes to the 
Place in furious currents, making a 
vast commotion. Sometimes, indeed, 
two thunderstorms may be found go- 
ing on at once, The thunder is, of 
course, perfectly harmless; it is the 
lightning that does the damage, 
When out of doors you are over- 
taken by a thunderstorm, with heay 
rain, it is, of course, natural to seek 
shelter, It‘ may be that the nearest 
shelter is a tree, and you rush for 
that, This, however, is a very dan- 
erous refuge, The negative  elec- 
tricity of the earth is apt to accum- 
ulate round the top of the tree, and 
when the positive charge in the cloud 
comes down to meet the negative 
charge the former will make for the 
earth by the nearest path—possibly 
the tree. The tree, however, is not 
such a good conductor of lightning 
as you are, and the lightning ma 
very well make its path to the darth’ | 
through you. Far better to stay out 
in the open and get wet than seek 


shelter under a tree, Curiously 
enough, however, a wood is assafe} 
place in which to shelter, provided 


you keep a few feet away from the 
trunk of the nearest tree. An um- 
brella is a dangerous thing to have | 
in one’s hands, because the steel is 
a good conductor of electricity, <A 
cyclist is in considerable danger, and 
even a golfer may find that his clubs | 
lead to catastrophe.

The American Locomotive’s 


Across France Was a Tri- 
umphal Procession 

In The Fighting Engineers, the ac- 
count of the manifold activities of 
the various American engineering 
corps in the war, Francis A, Collins 
tells the following stirring incident: 
“When the first American locomo- 
tive reached France a large force of 
our engineers was on hand to wel- 
come it. Many French railroad men 
and government éngincers watched 
with lively interest the unloading of 
the strange importation, As the parts 
were swung to the dock American 
workmen quickly assembled them, 
working with a celerity that amazed 
the observers. Another force of 
American railroad workers  mean- 
while hastily laid a section of track 
from the dock to the main line, Sey- 
eral day$S would have been required 
by the foreign workmen to complete 
such a task, but in a few hours the 
Americans had finished both jobs, 
got up steam, and tooted a farewell. 
The American locomotive’s trip 
across France was in the nature of a 
triumphal procession. The unusual 
size and form of the engine naturally

attracted great attention, while its 
American flag served to laendty the 
visitor and assure its welcome, Here,

What Women 
Want to Know 


Some Queries and Answers Regari- 
ing Conservation of Food 


_ Lilian, No doubt it does become 
tiresome, when you hear of those 
nurses winning -the Royal Red Cross 
and carning all the glory of over- 
seas service, to reflect on what you 
call your “humble drudgery.” But 
as a matter of fact, if every woman 
now on the farm will do this year 
just what she has been doing, to a 
larger extent and in a better way, she 
will be rendering her greatest war 
service, 

To cook food and wash dishes for 
farm workers this year is nothing if 
not helpful. Young women now on 
farms can easily expand their activi- 
tics. The girl who will learn how to 
hitch up and drive a horse can not 
only save her father or other ‘man 
worker from leaving field work to 
drive to town, but she can also ride 
the hay rake or horse drawn culti- 
vator in an emergency. 

A large proportion of our butter is 
already made on our farms, This but- 
ter production can be improved in 
quality and quantity by farm women 
who are willmg to give it careful at- 
tention. No food need today is more 
vital than that of fats and the woman 
on the farm has it in her power to 
make a tremendous contribution to 
the existing meagre supply. She can 
help materially by making more 
cheese too, So that there really is a 
very great deal you can do, right 
where you are, Lilian, Indeed, city 
girls are getting so envious of the 
girls on the farms that they are tak- 
ing farmerette classes and making 
tracks for the hayfield and the berry 
patch, 

Bread-Maker. You can get just 
the information you want on bread- 
making and the use of substitutes by 
writing to the Canada food board for 
the new bread-making booklet (five 
cents) which they have issued. At 
the same time you would be well ad- 
vised to ask for the fish cook book, 
the canning, drying, and storing of 
fruit and vegetables and the vege- 
table recipes. There is a series of 
four and each is five cents, 

Royal Blue, Yes, go ahead and 
make all the jam you want but use 
less sugar than you have been doing 
ever since you learned how to make 
preserves of any kind. The point is 
that if large quantities of jam be 
made this year the demand upon 
Canada from overseas for butter can 
be met to a much greater extent 
than would otherwise be possible. 
When jam is used butter is not need- 
ed with bread. 

As the strawberry is one of the 
first fruits of the season to ripen 
here is an excellent recipe for straw- 
berry jam: 

8 lbs. strawberries; 6 Ibs. sugar, 

Mix the strawberries and sugar in 
a kettle and let them stand over 
night. In the morning set the kettle 
over the fire on an asbestos mat, and 
bring the contents slowly to a boil. 
Do not stir the fruit any more than 
is absolutely necessary. Boil gently 
without stirring until it is sufficiently 
thick and then put it away in sterile 
ars. 

; New Ontario. You are fortunate 
to be in the vicinity of such a fine 
supply of wild berries and it would 
be a good thing if you were to enlist 
the aid of the kiddies and have a 
great many berry picking expeditions 
this summer. Surely you cannot pre- 
serve any fruits with a finer flavor 
than the wild blucberries and _ it 
would seem a pity, at a time when 
the food shortage is so great, that 
you should neglect to utilize this 
supply right at your door, Use all 
you can of them and try to stir up 
some interest in your neighborhood

Winnipeg Live Stock Business 

During the mosh of May 10,589 
head of cattle, 29,672 hogs, 210 sheep 
and 311 horses were received at the 
Union Stockyards at Winnipeg, Man- 
itoba. Of the cattle, 3,355 were sent 
to the local abattoirs,' 349 were for- 
warded to Eastern Canada, 4,663 
were returned to western farms, and 
2,120 went south to the United 
States. The local abattoirs received 
26,404 of the hogs, and 633 were sent 
to Eastern Canada, the others, more 
than 2,000 remaining in the west.

Many American Farmers Taking Up 
Land in Western Canada 


“The pressure of population, fav- 
oring conditions, and the application 
of industry, energy and enterprise to 
those conditions,” says the Edmon- 
ton Bulletin in an editorial, “have re- 
sulted in an enormous increase in the 
price of farm land in what are called 
the corn-belt States. As the pres- 
stire of population increases, and the 
Price of land rises, it necessarily fol- 
lows that a proportion of farmers 
will seek locations elsewhere. This 
movement has taken very definite 
shape during the present year, and, 
as a result, large numbers of farm- 
ers who have accumulated big mon- 
ey, cither by farming or by the sale 
of their farms, have come into the 
wheat-growing areas of the Canadian 
Prairie west to purchase the cheaper 
lands there available. In this way, 
those portions of the Canadian west 
have some share in the increased 
price of land in the United States. 
There has been a double profit— 
first, in the amount of cash brought 
into Canada, and paid for land, and, 
second, in the fact that men of ex- 
perience and industry—experts in 
farming—are in process of being ad- 
ded to the population and energy of 
those sections of our country. 


“So far, this movement has not 
been strongly felt in Northern Al- 
berta. The man from Illinois or 
Iowa who is looking for a location 
in the Canadian west has to run the 
gauntlet of all the inducements that 
can be held out to him in the vast 
and desirable territory through which 
he must pass before he reaches 
Northern Alberta. We are farthest 
of any part of the Canadian west 
from the area of dense rural popula- 
tion and high land .prices in the 
United States corn _ belt. At the 
same time, it is in Northern Alberta 
that the farming conditions which 
have produced the wealth and pros- 
Perity of the corn belt can best be 
repeated, Dairying and cattle fced- 
ing made Iillinois and Iowa rich, and 
dairying and cattle feeding are being 
carried on in *orthern Alberta und- 
er circumstances quite as favorable 
for money-making as in Illinois and 
Iowa. -As corn is the great feed crop 
on which the success of dairying and 
)stock raising in the United States is 
built, so oats are the foundation of 
dairying and stock raising in North- 
ern Alberta, The crop of Northern 
Alberta is more certain than the corn 
crop of Illinois and Iowa; and pro- 
duces as much feed to the acre, but 
with much less labor, than does 
corn,”

for swine at the summer exhibition 
there, when $300 will be distributed 
in twelve prizes ranging from $65 
down, The competitors must be boys 
and girls resident in Canada, and be- 
tween 9 and 17 years of age, Prizes 
aggregating $400 will also be given 
at this fair for the care and feeding 
of foals, divided equally between 
light and heavy horses, and open to 
boys and girls of the ages mention- 
ed.

1917 and $59,468 in 1916. The 1917 
fevenue was $930,799 or about $50,- 
000 less than in the previous year. 
Losses were comparatively light un- 
til after the middle of August, when 
a heavy storm swept over the cen- 
tral section of the province. .

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Canada Saving Wheat

Review of Some of the Measures 
Taken to Provide Supplies 
For Our Allies 


All Canadian flour mills are now 
producing 196 pounds ( barrel) of 
flour from 258 pounds -of wheat. 
Manufacture of patent flours or any 
division of patents is prohibited. In 
the United States the mills are using 
264 pounds of. wheat to produce a 
barrel of flour. The supply of avail- 
able substitutes has been greater 
there than in Canada and _ persons 
have been required to buy substitutes 
to an equal weight of the wheat flour 
which they purchase. 

As a result of arrangements made 
by the Canada food board, Canadian 
mills aré now using 8,000 bushels of 
corn per day in the manufacture of 
corn flour, The capacity of the mills 
for grinding corn is being rapidly 
increased, and is very soon expcct- 
ed to reach 20,000 bushels per day. 

Manufatture in Canada of Farnia 
(or Cream of Wheat) has been pro- 
hibited. Manufactureres of break- 
fast foods and package cereals, 
whose products formerly consisted 
largely of wheat, have been obliged 
to substitute other cereals in part, 
and_largely to curtail their use of 
wheat. The sale of wheat or four 
for feeding live ‘stock has been pro- 
hibited. ‘The. use of wheat in mak- 
ing candy has been prohibited. 

All the bakers in Canada are now 
under regulation of the Canada food 
board, and their use of wheat flour is 
being controlled. Persons manufac- 
turing cakes or other sweet dough 
products, biscuits, etc, are required 
to use at least 20 per cent. of sub- 
stitutes for wheat flour. In the case 
of soda biscuits at least 10 per cent. 
of substitutes must be used. 

Canada is saying bread and other 
wheat products by strict compulsory 
regulations, applicable to all public 
places. Many hotels, restaurants, 
etc, “have gone farther than is re- 
quired by the regulations and are us- 
ing substitutes for wheat flour to the 
greatest possible extent. 

A far-reaching educational cam- 

paign for decreased consumption of 
wheat and wheat products has been 
carried on. This has inttuded a 
campaign for increased use of vege- 
tables in order to save wheat. 
. Holdings of flour have been strict- 
ly limited, and persons having in 
their possession larger quantities 
than are permitted by the Canada 
food board’s order are required un- 
der heavy penalties to return such 
excess. 


Huns Caught In 
: Their Own Trap 


They Mistook Own Aviators for a 
British Patrol 


This is the story of a battle royal 
waged in the air between*two flights 
of German planes. 

It was an_unintentional but disas- 
trous fight between brother aviators 
during which British pilots joyfully 
and. impartially rendered assistance 
first to the one side, then to the oth- 
er, until so many of the emperor’s 
machines had been damaged that the 
conflict could not cgntinue. 

It was on June 5 tliat the extra- 
ordinary engagement occurred and it 
began thus: * 

wo British officers in a fighting 
machine were leading a patrol along 
the lines when they sighted a Ger- 
man Hatberstadt two-seater, which, 
on their appearance, fired’ a green 
signal light. The leaders expected 
a trap and waited to see what this 
unusual performance meant. In a 
short time, six German scouts came 
wheeling out of the blue and joined 
the Hatberstadt. Almost at once, 
six other enemy scouts dived out of 
the sun into their comrades, whom 
they apparently mistook for a Brit- 
ish patrol about to attack. What 
happened was this: e 

“The Hatberstadt had been acting 
as a decoy, and the Siyen light had 
been meant as a signal for assistance, 
but there had been no expectation 
that two flights of German planes 
would respond at the same time. 

“Not being able to distinguish the 
marking of their friends—and_ this 
has happened not infrequently be- 
fore—the newcomers began a_ furi+ 
ous attack on them. he British 
leaders then guided their patrol into 
the melee and took a hand. The 
Hatberstadt was the first victim, and 
this was shot down by the British 
commanding machine. Another Brit- 
ish fighter, in the meantime, had ac- 
counted for two more enemy scouts, 
which were sent swirling to des- 
truction below. All the time, the 
German aircraft were continuing 
their bitter battle among themselves, 
and several of them were seen to go

England and America 


Historical Prejudices Giving Way to 
a Better Understanding 


In this latest additipn to the series 
of University of Chicago war papers, 
the author, Dr. Conyers Rea says 
that among the allies of the United 
States on the western front n 
France, England is regarded with 
least favor by the Americans of the 
middle west, This dislike of the Eng- 
ish he regards as especially unfor- 
tunate at the present time, when the 
Prosecution of the war demands the 
closest co-operation and sympathy 
between the English and ourselves. 
The historical prejudice against 
England, however, he believes is for- 
tunately giving way to a better und- 
erstanding of the part England has 
Played in the making of America, 
We must not forget the fundamental 
fact, he says, that during the forma- 
tive period of our national growth 
we were essentially English in lang- 
uage, lawe, habits of thought, and 
standards of right and wrong; and 
this has Me our nation its charac- 
ter, which the revolution did not 
change, 

, The author regards as of peculiar 
significance the fact that we have 
lived next door to England in peace 
for over a hundred years, and that 
there has grown up between us a 
conception of international relation- 
ship different from the conceptions 
current in the Old World. We ac- 
cept this relationship with her as 
one of our great national assets. 

England has a special claim upon 
our intelligent understanding, Dr. 

ead asserts, because she is the 
great European exponent of our 
democratic ideals of government, It 
is hard for Americans to comprehend 
that popular government can find ex- 
pression in other forms besides that 
of a.republic. But the power that is 
nominally the English king’s-is re- 
ally exercised by a group of minis- 
ters who are nothing more than an 
executive committee of the English 
house of commons. Nowhere in the 
world perhaps during the last ten 
years has the land-holding aristoc- 
racy suffered more severely from 
hostile legislation than in England; 
and nowhere has recent legislation 
been more liberal in providing for 
the necessities of the poor and pre- 
venting the exploitation of the poor 
by the rich. 

The best of reasons wie Amerli- 
ca and BAgland: should fight side by 
side in the war to make the world 
safe for democracy is the fact that 
English ideals of government are our 
ideals, and that England has quite as 
fair a claim as we have to be num- 
bered among the great democracies 
of the eS

Then the submarine was at 
the height of its successes, and it did 
seem feasible that it might prevent 
America putting forth its whole pow- 
er, All chance of any such result has 
gone, and from no possible source 
can the central powere hope to find 
the men to counter the constant 
growth in the armies of the allies.

Right of Entry and of Search 
If Suspecting That Food Is Illegally 


In order to facilitate the operation 
of the anti-hoarding law, an order 
has been passed giving to an author- 
ized representative ar the Canada 
food board the right to enter and 
search any place where it is sus 
pected that food Is illegally held or 
an offence committed against the 
Canada food board regulations, The 
order provides that any person duly 
authorized by the food board, who 
has reason to suspect that any build- 
ing, vessel, vehicle, receptacle or 
place contains any food or foodstuffs 
in excess of the quantities prescribed 
by law, or who has reason to 6us- 
pect that any offence against the 
regulation of the Canada food board 
is being, or has been committed, 
upon or within such premises, may 
enter the latter at any time of the 
day for purposes of examination, 
search and inspection, 

Any justice who is satisfied that 
there is reasonable ground for be- 
lieving that food in excess of the 
legal allowance is held, or that there 
is anything in such premises which 
would afford evidence as to the com- 
mission of any such offence, ma 
issue a warrant authorizing  seare 
and seizure. 

Refusal or fallure to admit any 
person authorized by the Canada 
food board, of any constable or 
other person acting under the 
search warrant issued by any jus- 
tice, or any attempt to obstruct the 
entrance at any duly authorized 


person, constitutes an offence in- 
volving a penalty of not less than 
twenty-five dollars and up to one 


thousand dollars, or imprisonment 
for three months, or both fine and 
imprisonment, 

When any person {s charged with 
any violation of any of the food reg- 
ulations, the burden of proving that 
food held by him or under his con- 
trol is not held contrary to or In 
excess of the quantities prescribed 
by law ehall be upon the person 
charged. 

A penalty of from one hundred to 
one thousand dollars, or imprison- 
ment, or both fine and. imprison- 
ment, are provided for violation of 
the new regulations,

Being Hoarded 


Splendid Conduct 
Of Canadian Men 


The Imperial Authorities are Unani- 
mous in Verdict 


The following has been reccived 
by the militia department from Sir 
iidward Kemp, minister of overseas 
military forces of Canadar 

“The finest behaved soldiers that 
we have to deal with.” This is the 
reply of an imperial authority re- 
sponsible for the conduct of all sol- 
diers in London, to the question, 

how do the Canadian soldiers con- 
duct themselves in London?” 

From time to time statements are 
circulated in Canada, which tend to 
give the impression that all is not 
well with our troops overscas, .One 
time it takes the form of criticizin 
the pay corps; another time it 
Argyll house; still another time it 
involves the behavior of the troops 
at the front, or in London, or else- 
where, They are always at variance 
with the fact. It is a strange coinci- 
dence that those who start such tales 
are usually men who have failed to 
make goo and who desire to pull 
the rest of the world down to 
level” 

The imperial authorities are not 
only unanimous about the splendid 
conduct of the Canadian men, but pay 
ore homage to the administration 
of the Canadian overseas forces, “Wa 
could not ask for better, abler and 
straighter men to work with, The 
Canadian headquarters do every- 
thing possible to assist us, and of 
course, we reciprocate, the results of 
co-operation working out most suc- 
cessfully,” 

Regarding the conduct of the Can- 
adian troops in both England and 
France, it will be reassuring to know 
that the percentage of crime is lcss 
than it is in the army in Canada, and 
than it was in towns in the Domin- 
ion before the war. 

A very senlor British officer just 
returned from long service in France 
and now connected with the provost 
marshal’s staff in London, in reply 
to a question regarding the conduct ! 
of troops, said; “I don’t know much} 
about your men here, but they are 
without doubt the best troops we 
have in France—best behaved, smart- 
est and keenest.” 

The Canadian provost marshal 
and his staff have the reputation for 
being an exceedingly able and effi- 
cient force, They work on the basis 
that a man is innocent until the evi-; 
dence proves him guilty. An old of- 
fender fares hard with them, but a 
boy gone wrong is given a sharp jerk 
up. He_ is shown the error of his 
ways, and the right course is pointed 
out to him. 

But the number of criminals and 
wrong-doers in the Canadian force is 
remarkably small—smaller according 
to the imperial authorities, than in 
any other force—even the guards, 
This is largely due to the splendid 


moral standard portaioing in our 
army, but the work done Y, the pro- 
vost marshal’s department js also an 


important factor, 

The Canadian provost marshal’s 
staff in London, England, is com- 
posed as follows: 

Major G, S. Clifford, Calgary, Al- 
berta, A.P.M,; Capt. B- Corbett, Vic- 
toria, B.C.; Cupt. J. F. Wanless, To- 
ronto, Ont., and Major F, C, Turner, 
temporarily attached, of British 
Columbia. 

All members of the staff, with the 
exception of two clerks, who are not 
physically fit, had overseas service, 
Some of them have as many as four 
“wound” stripes,

Chaotic Condition of Affairs as a 
’ Result of Bolsheviki Ideas 

William Martin, writing to the 
Swiss Journal de Geneve, gives the 
following gloomy picture of condi- 
tions in Russia at the present mo- 
ment; 

“Economic life has stopped com- 
pletely, The strike has become gen- 
eral, The few offices that help in the 


eir|/search for employment are directed 


by illiterate and dishonest workmen, 
rotzky himself, at a recent confer- 
ence held in Moscow, said: ‘I am 
compelled to admit that the results 
obtained by the workmen are equal 
to nothing,’ 

“The officials of the old govern- 
ment agree to do hard work to earn 
thelr living. Manufactured products 
are lacking because they are not be- 
ing manufactured; food provisions 
are lacking because the farmers are 
keeping their products for themsel- 
ves. In addition, the means of trans- 
Portation are lacking, and the money, 
which is being concealed. 

“Nobody carries any money to the 
confiscated banks, which are slowly 
being emptied. In Moscow alone the 
banks have paid out  1,700,000,000 
rubles (nominally $850,000,000) with- 
out receiving a single kopeck for in- 
vestment. The strikes afid the con- 
tinual rise of prices are becoming 
complicated with each other, and as 
a result a very great part of the 
population is golog from the cities 
to the country. 

“The distribution of the land has 
been realized; but the organizations 
which were supposed to carry it out 
took no part in it; the distribution 
was performed in a simple manner 
and by force. The boldest have taken 
the most, the less bold have taken 
less, but the majority have received 
nothing. This distribution of the 
land has not resulted as it was ex- 
pected in the suppression of private 
property, but in the cutting into ex- 
tremely small bits of the entire 
land. The disbanded army has re- 
turned to the interior and the ‘sol- 
diers have become brigands.” 


For the Mastery of the Skies 


Making Battle Planes in the United 
States 

An English De Haviland and an 
American De Haviland look very 
much alike, but there are thousands 
of little differences. That sounds big, 
but there are 33,000 parts in an air- 
plane, 

It is typical of the difference be- 
tween American and foreign models 
that when we started out to make 
the De Havilands there was not a 
complete set of drawings of one in 
existence, They had made thousands 
of them in England without ever 
making a full set of blueprints. Our 
engineers had to fill out the breaks 
and holes, The English left that to 
the workman. You can’t leave it to 
a machine, After the thousands of 
drawings, the thousands of machines, 
jigs, fixtures, dies, etc. 

“We found when we came to ex- 
amine ,the De Haviland drawings,” 
said a signal corps engineer, “that 
we had little more than sketches, We 
had to make the picture ourselves 
and it had to be a picture that could 
be reproduced by machines,” 

Then the De Haviland as a whole 
had to be adapted to the Liberty 
motor, Then came the matter of 
equipment, Engineers and machines 
have all but gone crazy to find places 
to install about thirty different kinds 
of apparatus in the pilot’s cockpit. 
Every time they thought they had 
solved this Chinese puzzle a new 
order came from Pershing for anoth- 
er piece of equipment, The equi 
ment had to be designed and made, 
probably by manufacturers who nev- 
er had made any ane, like it before. 
It had to be made before a place 
could be made for it. Every time a 
change was made it had to go up and 
down the stairs of army rank, Some- 
times it got lost on the way. 

But, Allah be praised, the De 
Haviland’s troubles are over, for one 
big crop, at least. One of the most 
inspiring sights I have seen {s the 
erent vanguars of 4,000 De Hayi- 
ands marching to completion at the 
Dayton-Wright factory nine abreast 
and 500 feet deep. As they move to 
birth with their defiant bull-dog 
muzzle pointing obliquely upwards, 
they seem to proclaim the mastery 
of the skies —Theo.

ed upon the shoulders of the women, 
the children, the old men and the 
crippled soldiers, Women, as is now 
well kno have actually replaced 
horses in the fields, hitching them- 
selves to plowa, the horses having 
also been conscripted for war pur- 
posea, In England last year 270,000 
women were engaged in agricultural 
work in Place of men. By their help 
the cultivated area of Great Britain 
was increased by 1,000,000 acres; the 
cereal production by 850,000 tons and 
the potato crop by 5,000,000 tons. In 
all there are now 2,852,000 women in 
various forme of war service in Brit- 
ain replacing men. Under these cir 
cumstances, and in view of the de- 
pendence upon this country for food- 
stuffs even in normal times, it be- 
hooves us to consider what are the 
essential industries and whether the 
work that one as an individual is now 
doing is of such supreme importance 
as to predominate over the vital na- 
tional duty of producing foodstuffs, 
This duty now concentrates itself 
down to the immediate necessity of 
saving the 1918 harvest. What are 
you—-yourself—going to do about it?

Value of Wool Clip 


A Fifty Per Cent. Increase in the 
Wool Output 


Now that shearing is well 
way, it is possible to arrive at a 
fairly reliable estimate as to the 
quantity and value of the wool clip 
of Western Ca- ada this year as com- 
pared with last year. eports from 
the different centres indicate that 
there will be an increase of approxi- 
mately fifty per cent. in the quantity 
of wool marketed from the three 
prairie provinces. The members of 
the Southern Alberta Wool Growers’ 
Association have 225,000 sheep - as 
against 158,000 sheared a year ago. 
From these it is expected to obtain 
about 1,600,000 pounds of wool. The 
Pincher Creek Association will have 
about 85,000 pounds, a substantial in- 
crease over last year’s clip, and the 
other associations will also have in- 
creases of twenty-five per cent. over 
last year. 

In Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
where the larger part of the wool is 
graded and sold for the farmer by 
branches of the department of agri- 
culture, there will also be a larger 
quantity available. In the former 
province, the growth of the industry 
is evidenced by the fact that, nearly 
double as much wool as last year 
will be sold this year. In Manitoba 
the increase, though not so great as 
that of Saskatchewan, will be a sub- 
stantial one, and the total clip will 
amount to-more than twenty-five per 
cent. greater than last year.

Briquetted Fuel 


Governments Recommended to Es- 
tablish Lignite Plant 
_ Establishment of a lignite briquet- 
ting plant to be financed and operat- 
ed by the Dominion, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan governments is re- 
commended by the lignite committee 
of the advisory council for scientific 
and industrial research. The com- 


ittee’s report favors establishment 


of the plant in South Saskatchewan 
“at a locality where the lignites are 
of poor grade, with the idea that if 
it were successful at this point, it 
would undoubtedly be successful 
elsewhere in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta.” 

The committee’s estimate gives 
$400,000 as the capital cost of the 
completed plant. Production costs at 
the plant for carbonised and briquet- 
ted fuel covering operating costs and 
fixed charges, are estimated at not 
more than seven dollars per ton. In 
this estimate no financial allowance 
has been made for the recovery of 
by-products which are stated to be 
large and valuable. 


Wireless in Forest 


Two wireless receiving and send- 
ing stations have been discovered in 
the fir forests bounding Puget 
Sound near Tacoma by government 
agents after a search of two days. 
Trees stripped of their limbs were 
used as aerials and the locations 
were well hidden by the surrounding 
forest. The apparatus had been re- 
moved from one, but the complete 
outfit had been left behind at the 
other station in the hurried flight of 
the operators. A_ cabin stove still 
warm and recent tracks in the mud 
were found by the searchers, No 
arrests were made.

Establishment of Cabinet Is Indis- 
putable Constitutional

The London Times in an editorial 
on the decision of the government 
to hold regular meetings of some of 
the more important ministers out- 
side the war cabinet, for purposes of 
inter-départmental settlement, says it 
Presents no exceptional . novelty.

The supreme fact of the mo- 
ment in the evolution of the British 
commonwealth is that Borden, 
Hughes and their colleagues over- 
seas, including those of India, are 
definitely engaged on equal terms, 
the British ministers exercising exe- 
cutive authority over the affairs con- 
cerning all. : 

“The imperial war cabinet is al- 
ready a living reality, firmly rooted 
after years of trial and accepted ev- 
erywhere as an indisputable consti- 
tutional development. The lords, dis- 
cussing cabinet changes, would do 
well to mark their sense of this pro- 
found achievement and help forward 
the settlement of the great conse- 
quences it involves. 

“Much depends on the wishes of 
the Dominions’ ministers, who best 
know the possibilities and the per- 
manence of which such a partnership 
is capable under present conditions. 
A warm welcome awaits every pro- 
posal from the Dominions tending to 
the closest union compatible with 
their well-established freedom of na- 
tional growth. 

“One point upon which no differ- 


ence of opinion exists here is that 
the Dominions’ delegates must . re- 
main in England this year as long 


as they can, ‘We arc glad to know 
that Premier Hughes of Australia 
contemplates an extended mission. It 
would be sheer waste of his wonder- 
fiil energy to let him come so far for 
only a month. The same applies to 
Sir Robert Borden and others, Their 
fresh outlook, robust experience and 
special views about ultimate  settle- 
ment are indispensable throughout 
the great crisis this summer.”

Scored Five as Last Shot 


Brought Down Five 
Planes Before Leaving Front 


The Canadiin Associated Press 
learns that Major Bishop, Canada’s 
premier airman and pilot, who has 
the largest number of air victories to 
his credit of any airman in the war, 
has returned to England to take up 
an appointment at the air ministry 
in the department of the chief of the 
air staff. Bishop’s recall was order- 
ed by Lord Weier, the air minister, at 
the special request of Sir Edward 
Kemp, the overseas minister, as_ it 
was considered that Bishop should 
be placed in a position where his uni- 
que war experience could be utilized 
to the best advantage, especially in 
connection with any developments 
that may take place regarding the or- 
ganization of the Canadian Air Force, 

Three weeks ago Bishop took to 
France a hand-picked fighting 
squadron of whom a large percent- 
age were Canadians. The squadron 
was equipped with the latest and 
best British fighting airplanes and 
in the short time they have been at 
the front they have accounted for an 
extraordinary number of enemy ‘ma- 
chines. Bishop’s record of boche 
airplanes brought down in aerial 
combat has now reached a total of 
seventy-two. If reckoned on the 
same basis as_ those of the late 
Baron von Richthofen, champion 
German airman, who counted a 
double-seated machine as_ two  vic- 
tories, Bishop’s total would be well 
over the century, mark. 

On the morning of the day he re- 
ceived orders to return to England, 
quite unexpectedly by him, he went 
out for one last flying dash at the 
Huns, and before his return brought 
down five enemy machines. Upon 
his return he said good-bye to his 
comrades, jumped into a motor car 
and caught the boat for England.

Training of Canada’s Men 


Each Prepared Individually for Bat- 
tle Conditions in Short Time 


The following description of the 
training of Canada’s soldiers after 
their arrival overseas ig authorized 
by the militia department: 

The art of training soldiers has 
made a great advancement in the 
past two years in the art of active 
warfare. During the past year the art 
has been pretty thoroughly mastered, 
and the training of soldiers has been 
built up so as to scientifically mect 
the conditions. The men who are 
now arriving from Canada are train- 
ed in scientific detail. Eyery man is 
trained individually to meet battle 
conditiofis, just as a boxer is trained 
for the prize ring or a football play- 
er for the gridiron, only more inten- 
sively, as time is at a premium, and 
men are now made finished soldiers 
in a fraction of the time that it took 
in 1915, and are better trained. 

It is interesting to see the rapid 
development of these soldiers, who 
a few weeks ago were civilians in 
Canada, They are keen to learn, and 
ag their knowledge grows’ they be- 
come enthusiastic and anxious to 
learn. The more recent arrivals give 
promise of being equal to those who 
have, by their deeds, established the 
title “Canadian” in the high place 
which it holds among the armies of 
the world, 

A segregation g@mp has been start- 
ed at Frensham Pond in the Alder- 
shot area, with accommodation for 
10,000, to which all drafts from Can- 
ada are posted on arrival in Eng- 
land, Preliminary training is carried 
out during the period of segregation. 
The camp is under the command of 
Colonel Colquhoun,.).S.O., and at a 
recent parade over 4,000 men of all 
branches of the service were pre- 
sent. The improvement in appearance 
and march discipline effected in ten 
days has been something extraordi- 


nary. The physique of the men _ is 
good, and there is every reason to 
believe that, when put to the test, 


the men who are coming from Can- 
ada at the present time will put up 
a show equal to the work that has 
been performed in the past by offi- 
cers and other ranks of the first four 
divisions. 

Preliminary courses for the train- 
ing of other ranks from France to be 
trained for commissions have been 
established. These have.more than 
fulfilled expectations, Training has 
been standardized and is uniform 
throughout all areas.. The result is 
that while the prospective cadet is 
waiting for the next course to start 
at the Canadian training school he is 
in- 
terest, and it also means the saving 
of a certain amount of time on the 
assembly at the cadet school, be- 
cause the training can be _ started 
from a_ higher level, and cases no 
longer occur of cadets being back- 
ward and so retarding the progress 
of others, 

Arrangements have been made to 
train the men of the forestry corps, 
so that in the event of emergency 
they can defend themselves. Ar- 
fangements are being made for a 
short course in musketry, physical 
training and bayonet fighting and 
drill. It is considered that suitable 
lectures, combined with a little pro- 
paganda work on the work done by 
the forestry units during operations 
in the field, will” greatly assist in 
building up esprit de corps. 

The erpe carried out in the 
Canadian forces in England is equal 
to the best standard of the imperial 
army. It is as perfect as science can 
make it. The general scheme is 
planned by headquarters in London, 
and carried out in detail by the 
stafis of the respective camps.

Canada’s Wheat Supply Now 34,650- 
000 Bushels 

That there are 20,500,000 bushels of 
wiféat and 14,150,000 bushels ground 
in the Dominion, making a total vis- 
ible supply of 34,650,000 bushels, is 
the estimate obtained through a cen- 
sus completed by the board of grain 
supervisors up to May 31 last. It is 
estimated that there are on the farm- 
ers’ hands in the west five million 
bushels; in elevators and flour mill 
bins about 6,750,000; in transit of 
railways, 1,000,000 bushels; in the 
east in elevators, 6,635,885 bushels; 
and in the east in transit about a 
million bushels, making in all at the 
date in question a total of 20,500,000 
bushels in round numbers, 

It is further estimated that there 
is ground in eastern Canada 6,750,000 
bushels, and in Western Canada, 7,- 
400,000. The Wheat Export company 
exported eleven million bushels be- 
tween March 31 and April 30. 


Fine Railway Facilities 

The Gravelburg line of the Cana+ 
dian Northern will be extended this 
year to Swift Current. ‘The exten- 
sion of this line from Hanna _ to 
Medicine Hat, Alta., is also announc- 
ed. A large and fertile tract will be 
opened out and hundreds of farmers 
now hauling wheat 40 and 50 miles 
to the railway will be given a con- 
venient market. It is estimated at 
least 20 grain elevators will be erec- 
ted this year between Gravelburg 
and Swift Current on the new line, a 
distance of about 70 miles.
